The attack upon religious education 
in America comes from two sources; 
there is a lower and a higher drive, 
both proceeding together and along 


parallel lines. The lower attack is 
based on ignorance and addresses 
itself to the ignorant. It is repre- 


sented by the Klan and the thirty or 
forty little sheets whose main busi- 
ness it is to retail lies against the 
Catholic Church, for consumption 
among people who look for that sort 
of thing. The vitality of a lie is 
amazing. One hundred and forty 
years ago, Archbishop John Carroll, a 
contemporary and friend of Washing- 
ton. refuted the charge which was im- 
ported from Engiend in his day, and 
used against the Church in America, 
that “our faith exacted a subjection 
to His Holiness incompatible with the 
independence of a sovereign State.” 
Since then this calumny has been dis- 
proved on a thousand occasions; no 
syllable of proof has ever been ad- 
duced to sustain it; yet only the other 
day an Imperial Wizard of the Klan 
repeated it at the Klan celebration 
at the Texas State Fair, to a large 
audience. Thousands of people who 
would not be easily deceived in any 
other matter are ready to believe the 
grossest calumnies against the 
Church: and so a few malicious cen-

ters of propaganda can gather a 
large following by playing on their 
ignorance and credulity. I have 
heard it said that many members of 
the Klan are respectable citizens.

They 
fan the flame of religious intolerance;

What President 
Harding thought of it, he expressed 
on March 24, 1922, in these words:-

other such unwelcome impression as 


the manifest religious intolerance 
which exists among many of our 
citizens. I hold it to be a menace to 


the very liberties we boast and cher- 


ish.”

Divorce Furnishes Very 


Great National Problem — 


(By the Rev. Bernard X. O'Reilly.) 


T is a matter of common 
knowledge that divorce | 
is on the increase in the 
United States. The ra-| 
pidity of increase is not. 
so commonly known. The 
survey of marriage and 
divorcee made by the 
Census Bureau of 1916 

shows that there was one divorce to 

9.3 marriages. According to the latest 

published statistics there is now one 


divorce to 7.6 mariages. This rate 
-is computed from the figures of last) 
year. In 1916 there were 1,055 mar- 


riages to every 100,000 people while 


figures indicate that each year there | 


are fewer marriages and more di- 


vorces. In 1916 there were 112,036 
divorces granted in the United States 
while in the year 1922 the number 
had reached to 148,554. 

These figures which were published | 
only a short time ago have startled 
the country and have raised a cry 
from pulpit and press, from men of 
every shade of thought and creed. 
The popular cry is for more civil legis- 
lation. The socialist, the eugenist, the 
political reformer, finds salvation in 
the omnipotent power of the state.

The infidel claims that he is what he is beca 
conceive of an infinite, majestic the Creator 
universe, condescending to concern Himself 
nothings”. 

It does not occur to this infidel that God is as infinite in 
His goodness, and in His mercy, and in His love, as He ig in 
His majesty. It does not occur to him that the least of us, 
as to soul, was fashioned after the image of this infinitely 
majestic God, that, petty creatures that we are, we shall live 
as long as God will live. The same reason which admits of 
the existence of the majestic Creator Himself dictates the 
consequences just referred to. /t is a little step, therefore, to 
faith, which assures us that God’s own image is stamped on 
our souls, and that He has destined us to enjoy His own bliss 
throughout the never-ending <ternity which an immortal 
being must live. 

Many sinners, who are Christians, continue in their sins 
because they cannot comprehend how this infinitely majestic 
God can be grieved by them, especially since, as they say, He 
could prevent their sins if He wished. These Christian sin- 
ners, believing as they do in Holy Scripture, should have 
their doubts banished by the many allusions made to the 
Almighty’s concern for the sinner’s reform. 

In the first place, we find Almighty God’s desire for 
salvation of man frequently expressed. We read, for in- 
stance, “He wishes all men to be saved” (I Tim. 1, 4) ; “Wish- 
ing that none be lost, but that all return to penance” (2 Peter 
III, 9) ; “I do not desire the death of the wicked, but that the 
wicked be converted from his way and live” (Ezech. XX XIII, 

‘T1). 

In the second place, the Son of God tells us that He came 
“not to call the just, but sinners to penance” (Luke V, 82). 
All of Christ’s Parables, notably those of the Lost Sheep, of 
the Prodigal Son, of the Lost Groat, of the Good Samaritan, 
tend to teach this one lesson, that the “Son of Man came to 
seek and to find that which was lost” (Luke XIX, 10). 

What other lesson do we learn from Christ’s apostolic 
ministry, extending over a period of three years? What other 
lesson do we learn from the commission that He gave to His 
Aposties, through whom He would act until the end of time. 
(Matt. XXVIII, 19, 20)? 

What the infidel and the sinner both need is prayer; both 
need light and strength. Strangely, when the average per- 
son falls into grievous sin, he begins to pray less. He would 
make himself believe that his prayers can count for nothing 
while heiginsin. While it is true that he cannot merit super- 
naturally by the prayers that he says when he is in grievous
